Believing  that  the  pines  of  Wisconsin  would  bo  beneficial  to  his 
health,  ths  family  left  Machias  in  Larch,  1846,  and  wont  to  Bos- 
haaltk  ton,  Mass.,  by  boat.  From  there  they  went  to  Albany,  K.Y. 
partly  by  train  and  ths  rest  of  ths  way  by  teas.  From  Albany 
they  wont  by  canal  to  Buffalo  and  thsnco  by  steamer  to  Milwau¬ 
kee,  and  by  team  to  Madison,  Lis.  They  had  started  for  central 
Michigan,  but  Mr.  Hue©  built  a  small  frame  house  at  Madison  and 
remained  thoro  until  Oct.,  1847.  "The  attractions  of  She  Dallas 
of  St.  Croix  wars  even  at  that  early  date  r.ot  unknown,"  and  the 
family  made  tho  journey  by  team  from  Madison  to  La  Crosse,  Lis., 
where  they  took  a  steamer  for  Stillwater,  Linn.  Mr.  Huso  was 
a  millwright  and  on  the  boat  mot  a  Mr.  Dalkor,  a  miller,  in  the 
little  settlement  of  Marine,  and  as  the  result  of  his  conversa¬ 
tions  with  the  latter  decided  to  stop  at  Stillwater.  7/hile 
there  ho  received  a  latter  from  Franklin  Steele,  at  St.  Anthony, 
now  Minneapolis ,  Minn.,  urging  him  to  coma  to  that  place  and  as¬ 
sist  him  in  building  a  saw  mill.  Mr.  Steele  offered  to  give  Mr. 
Huso  slot  of  land  near  the  mill  sits  on  which  to  build  himself  a 
house,  which  was  to  bo  built  out  of  the  first  lumbar  sawed  by 
tho  new  mill.  This  offer  was  accopted  and  in  May,  1046,  Mr, 

Huso  and  family  x^aat  removed  to  St.  Anthony,  and  installed  them¬ 
selves  in  a  log  cabin  which  had  been  built  by  French  traders. 

A  small  stream  flowed  near  the  cabin  which  was,  for  years  known 
.as  Huso's  Crook.  As  soon  as  ths*  first  lumber  was  roady  Mr.  Huso 
and  his  two  sons  carriad  it  on  thair  backs  to  tho  lot  ho  had  se¬ 
lected  on  tho  northeast  corner  of  what  is  now  Gecond  Ave .  .0.2. 
and  Second  St.  Hero  ho  built  a  house  of  six  room3  which  was  tha 


flr3t  frame  house  built  in  what  la  now  the  city  of  Minneapolis . 
Thoy  movod  into  their  now  home  in  Oct.  1848,  while  the  upocr  part 
of  the  houoa  was  still  unfinished.  In  recounting  these  tines' 

I^rn.  Parker,  one  of  the  daughters,  writes.-  Hlt  wao  almost  a 
daily  occurrence  to  find  Indiana  in  ny  mother* a  best  parlor. 

They  would  walk  in  and  through  the  little  house  boldly  and  stoi¬ 
cally,  usually  seating  themselves  on  the  floor,  and  the  members 
of  the  family  would  have  to  walk  around  them.  Often  they  brought 
oranberries  or  other  fruit  to  soil  or  trade..  *#«  At  that  time 
their  visits  were  received  as  a  matter  of  course  and  little  atten¬ 
tion  was  paid  to  them.”  Mrs.  Parker  continues,-  "Ly  father  died 
at  *> t •  Anthony ,  Jan.5,1850,  and  us  there  was  no  such  thing  as  a 
hearse  In  the  settlement  at  that  time,  the  very  plain  coffin  was 
placod  in  a  small,  very  ordinary  express  wagon,  drawn  by  one 
horse.  My  father  was  the  fir3t  American  buried  in  the  old  La¬ 
pis  Mill  comehory.”

be  have  not  the  space  to  give  all  of  this  story.  Items 
from  it  we  have  already  used  in  the  sketch  of  Mrs.  Par¬ 
ker’s  father,  brotheMxnd  sister.  W@  will  give  two  inci¬ 
dents  in  her  own  words. 

"During  the  summer  of  1848  there  were  only  four  marriage¬ 
able  white  young  women  in  St.  Anthony,  w#  As  there 
woro  also  only  about  ten  or  fifteen  young  unmarried  women 
in  St.  Paul,  the  total  supply  in  both  towns  of  young  wom¬ 
en  for  dance  and  other  social  functions  was  somewhat  lim¬ 
ited.  Therefore,  when  a  dance  of  any  pretensions  was  an¬ 
nounced  in  St.  Paul,  it  was  necessary  to  call  upon  the 
reserve  force  of  young  women  in  Minneapolis  to  fill  out 
the  sots.  When  a  dance  took  place  in  St,  Anthony  the 
four  young  women  of  that  settlement  were  augmented  by  the 
buds  and  blossoms  from  St.  Paul..  ***■«  Cn  the  evening  of 
tho  Fourth  of  July  a  dance  had  boon  announced  to  take 
place  at  Bass’  hotel  -  now  tho  Merchants  hotel  -  in  St. 
Paul.  ■»*«•  Those  who  had  the  arrangements  of  tho  propos¬ 
ed  dance  in  charge  sent  as  thoir  emiaary  to  collect  tho 
marriageable  female  contingent  of  St.  Anthony,  a  Mr.* Bis¬ 
sau.  He  arrived  in  an  open  Goncord  wagon,  drawn  by  two 
horses.  His  disappointment  was  keen  when  Luthor  Patch, 

father  of  the  Patch  sisters,  would  not  lot  his  daughters 
go.  After*  many  paternal  instructions  as  to  what  consti¬ 
tuted  the  proper  conduct  for  young  ladies  who  hoped  for 
future  3GCial  favors,  my  sister,  Jane,  and  I  climbed  into 
the  roar  seat  of  tho  comfortable  Concord  and  wo  started. 
At  that  time  the  government  was  transferring  the  Sioux 
Indians  from  a  reservation  in  Wisconsin  to  one  above  St. 
Anthony  soma  distance.  There  ware  Indians  everywhere, 
making  tho  trip  by  alow  stages.  Thousands  of  them  wore 
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camped  on  what  is  at  present  the  campu3  of  the  3tate 
university,  thon  known  as  Cheavartown.  When  we  arrived 
?.  «?*POint  7rh®ro  a  fitat0  reform  school  afterwards  was" 
built,  bet ween  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  we  were  stooped 
by  a  drunken  Indian  taking  hold  of  the  bridle  of  one  of 
the  horses.  Ho  demanded  whiskey.  He  and  his  companion 
nff  bean  to  8t.  Paul,  and  aa  wa3  always  the  custom  with 
all  Incians,  if  one  had  gotten  intoxicated,  the  other  had 
remained  sober  to  guard  his  associate,  Mr.  Bissau  struck 
the  Indian  who  had  interrupted  our  journey  over  the  head 
with  the  but  of  his  whip,  who  ras  forced  to  release  his 
hold  on  the  bridle.  Than  the  sober  Indian  saw  thi3  ho 
star tod  for  us,  aiming  an  IB- inch- long  revolver  at  our 
driver .  mo  horses  by  this  lime  we ro  on  tho  dead  run, 
but  tho  fleet  footed  Indian  was  not  to  bo  shaken  so  easi¬ 
ly  and  ho  kept  abreast  cf  our  buggy  for  more  than  a  milo.

It  was 
considerably  after  midnight  that  wo  had  fallen  asleep,  but 
wore  suddenly  afrakenod  by  tho  sound  of  a  terrific  turmoil 
just  outside  of  tho  dcor,  caused  by  the  dog3  having  boon 
attacked  by  a  pack  of  wolves.  The  combat  became  so  fierce 
that  the  wolves  had  the  dogs  retreating  and,  finally,  in 
their  fear  and  confusion,  the  whole  pack,  dogs  and  all, 
burst  through  the  door  and  continued  the  war  at  our  foot. 
Tho  howling  and  yelping  of  the  desperate  brutes  had  in  the 
moantime  aroused  Mr.  Folsom  and,  aa  Miss,  Farnham  and  I 
made  a  dash  for  one  door,  Mr.  Folsom  opened  another  door 
and  discharged  his  shot  gun  in  the  face  of  the  pack.  This 
caused  confusion  and  fear  among  tho  wolves  and  gave  the 
dogs  ronov/od  courage  and  tho  whole  lot  of  them  wont  racing 
across  the  prax*ie.  Tho  outer  door  was  then  securely  bolt¬ 
ed  and  barred,  but  the  uncertainties  of  tho  situation  pro-

His  routes  wore  near  tho  coast  where  ho  found  -cod' 
roads  for  those  times.  Ho  possessed  that  quality  of  tact  that 
enabled  him  to  divine  the  wants  of  his  customers  and  his  gonial 
disposition  won  their  attention  and  friendship.  This  business 
gradually  expanded  until  he  became  quite  an  importer  of  cutlery 
and  small  wares.  “When  visiting  New  York  to  'stock  up*  he  would 
purchase  goods  that  were  just  sliding  out  of  fashion  and  intro¬ 
duce  thorn  as  f ashionablo  fdo«?n  east*  at  a  handsome  bonus. 4  He 
continued  in  this  line  of  business  from  1845  to  1858  tho  latter 
part  of  the  time  having  several  double  teams  on  the  road.  Fol¬ 
lowing  this  he  became  associated  with  James  F.  Baxter,  after¬ 
wards  Mayor  of  Portland,  and  wont  into  business  in  Portland  un¬ 
der  tho  firm  name  of  Pavia,  Baxter  &  Co.  After  the  Civil  «ar 
broke  out  gold  gradually  went  to  a  high  premium  and  as  the  firm 
were  heavy  importers  from  Europe  this  was  particularly- foil  in 
the  matter  of  exchange •  Asking  the&r  Liverpool  connections  what 
could  bo  dans  exported  to  pay  for  their  goods  instead  of  buying 
gold  at  an  enormous  premium  to  pay  for  them  it  was  suggested 
that  they  send  over  canned  lobsters.  Mr.  Davis  went  to  the 
threo  concerns  then  packing  canned  goods  and  tried  to  engage 
their  entire  output  cl  lobsters.  Failing  in  thi3  he  determined 
to  pack  his  own  lobsters  and  with  his  partner  began  this  busi¬ 
ness  under  the  name  of  the  Portland  Packing  Company,  etill  con¬ 
tinuing  in  his  former  business.  They  confined  themselves  al¬ 
most  entirely  to  the  export  trade  in  the  packing  business  which 
proved  a  great  success.  In  1865  they  exported  about  all  the 
lobsters  that  were  sent  across  and  before  the  war  was  over  pack¬ 
ed  moats  for  tho  government.  Lator  they  packed  corn  and  other 
goods  and  the  products  of  tho  Portland  Packing  Company  became 
known  practically  all  over  tho  world.  In  1881  Hr.  Davis  retir¬ 
ed  from  wile  business  and  was  succeeded  by  hio  sons. 

The  success  which  Lr.  Davis  had  achieved  in  Business  had 
won  for  him  an  enviable  reputation  among  his  townsmen  and  as  soon 
as  it  became  knov/n  that  he  had  re  tired  from  active  business  he

lie  went  from  hio  home  to  New  Bedford ,  i:asu. 
for  a  short  tins  was  a  section  hand  on  the  Taunton  &  kqv 
Bedford  Ey.  He  then  wont  to  Taunton  and  learned  the  ma¬ 
chinist's  trade  at  the  locomotive  works  in  that  city.  He 
next  became  a  fireman  on  the  above  railroad  running  on  a 
train  the  Now  York  steamboat  train  to  Stonington,  Conn. 

Soon  after  this  the  engineer  of  the  train  was  killed  in  an 
accident  in  the  presence  of  the  Supt.  and  Vaster  Mechanic  * 
of  the  road  and  such  was  the  coolness  and  presence  of  mind 
shown  by  "Ric.y  as  he  was  called,  that,  although  unusually 
young  for  so  responsible  a  position,  he  was  at ’once  made  * 
engineer  of  the  train.  To  secure  this  position,  without 
first  serving  as  engineer  on  a  freight  or  local  train,  was 
considered  quite  an  honor.  In  1849  the  Taunton  Locomotive 
Works  sent  him  with  an  engine  to  Rutland,  Vt.  Ke  made  the 
journey  via  Springfield,  Mass,  Albany,  N.Y.  and  Whitehall, 
and  thence  by  boat  across  Lake  Champlain  to  Burlington,  Vt, 
At  this  time  the  track  from  Burlington  was  laid  only  as  far 
aa  Liddlebury  and  when  completed  to  Rutland  Mr.  Davis  ran 
the  first  engine  into  the  place.  It  is  said  that  the  name 
of  the  engine  was  “Nantucket. “  In  Rutland  he  met  an  old 
acquaintance ,  Mr.  Litchfield,  who  also  learned  his  trade  in 
Taunton,  and  ho  persuaded  hr.  Davis  to  remain  in  that  city. 
Tho  latter  ran  the  mail  train  between  Burlington  and  Rut¬ 
land  for  a  number  of  years.  “He  was  considered  the  best 
engineer  on  the  road,  fearless,  skillful  and  always  on 
time/*  and  is  said,  to  have  made  a  trip  between  the  two  cit¬ 
ies,  67  miles,  in  75  minutes  including  two  stops.  This  was 
consisted  quite  a  feat  at  tho  time.  Later  ha  became  fore¬ 
man  in  the  railroad  machine  shops  in  Rutland  under  his  old 
friend,  Litchfield,  then  Master  Mechanic.  In  1864  when  the 
latter  died  *r .  i-avi3  was  made  Master  Mechanic  which  rool- 
tion  he  held  the  rost  of  his  life.  Ke  had  been  in  tho  em¬ 
ploy  of  the  Rutland  Ky.,  afterwards  tho  Rutland  Piv.  of  the 
Central  Vermont  Ky.  continously  for  forty- two  years. 

lie  occupied,  from  time  to  time,  various  local  offices 
of  responsibility*  Ke  was  Captain  of  the  first  hand  fire 
company  in  town.  Ea3  one  of  the  Selectman  in  1874-5-6,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Eater  Commissioners  from  1872 
until  his  death.  Also  was  one  of  the  village  trustees. 

In  all  of  these  positions  he  manifested  those  strong  and 
safe  qualities  which  characterized  him  in  evorv  other  v/alk 
in  lifo. 

He  was  a  33rd.  degree  mason,  an  ardent  Democrat  and  a 
member  of  the  episcopal  Church. 

Ko  was  one  of  tho  kindest  and  moat  affectionate  hus¬ 
bands  and  fathers  and  was  also  invariably  loved  by  ovary 
mechanic  and  laboring  man  who  over  worked  under  him. 

ho  died  in  Rutland,  July  12,1891,  and  tho  respect  and

Tills  same  history  says  that  in  connection  with  his  stage 
route  Hr.  Y<aterhous©  at  one  time  "kept  the  Stage  House  on 
Paris  Hill." 

V,hon  what  is  now  the  Grand  Trunk  Railroad  contemplated 
building  into  this  country  in  order,  for  one  thing  to  get 
an  ice  froa  port  in  the  winter,  there  was  some  question  wheth- 
or  the  line  should  be  built  to  Portland  or  Boston.  Bach  city 
3ent  "expresses 11  to  Honireal,  Canada,  from  which  point  the 
road  was  to  be  extended,  in  on  effort  to  prove  that  its 
route  was  the  shorter  and  thus  the  more  cle3lrable.  Grosvenor 
Waterhouse  was  one  of  the  drivers  of  these  expresses  from 
Portland  and  the  following  from  the  Portland  Adversiser  re¬ 
fers  to  one  of  them.  “Friday  Jan. 23, 1846,  anal  express 

left  Portland  for  Montreal,  Hr.  Hobbs  attached  to  the  L'aino 
Stags  Co.  drove  from  Portland  to  Norway  43  miles  in  2h.  45m. 
Roads  considerably  drifted.  Tho  next  6  miles  wore  run  in  19 
minute3.  Hr.  Waterhouse  of  Paris  takes  charge  of  it  from 
Norway  to  Montreal." 

"Peb.3 ,1846. 

The  express  from  this  City  reached  Montreal  in  30  hours,  a 
ohortor  time  by  an  hour  or  more  than  the  express  of  last  win¬ 
ter.  It  was  however  distanced  by  an  express  which  went  over 
the  Fitchburg  road  from  Boston.  From  this  city  to  tho  Can¬ 
ada  line  about  half  the  distance,  the  route  vraa  run  by  Hess. 
Hobbs  and  Uaterhouao  in  excellent  style,  and  It  was  arranged 
hero  and  fully  expected  that  hr.  Waterhouse  would  go  through. 
It  is  known  to  uo,  that  notwithstanding  the  expected  heavi¬ 
ness  of  tho  road  in  the  highlands,  Hr.  Waterhouse  reached  the 
line  in  vary  good  time,  having  thus  overcome  the  principal 
difficulties  of  the  whole  line.  His  passage  through  the 
Notch  wa3  a  most  gallant  and  successful  effort,  for  a  wintor 
night.  Unfortunately,  at  tho  line,  through  some  gross  blun¬ 
der  or  worse,  Hr.  Waterhouse  was  displaced  and  another  person 
went  on  For  a  considerable  distance  in  the  Province, 

the  expro33  was  in  the  hands  of  a  drunken  driver,  instead  of 
tho  faithful  and  active  individual  originally  employed  to.  go 
through* !*  The  History  of  Paris,  in  deferring  to  this  says, 
“in  1846  an  express  went  through  from  Portland  to  1 ontroal 
and  a  rival  one  from  Boston  to  the  same  place,  carrying  the 
mails  and  despatches  received  by  the  last  European  steamer '.’*«> 
©he  History  of  Norway,  ho.,  gives  tho  following.-  "James 
LongXey  was  the  first  person  who  contracted  to  carry  the 
mails  from  Norway  and  Paris  to  Portland,  direct.  He  ran  a 
double  sleigh  in  the  winter  and  a  two  horse  wagon  in  the  sum¬ 
mer.  Ho  was  cucceeded  by  John  3.  Otowell,  and  he  by  Groave- 
nor  G.  V.aterhouse.  boon  after  others  became  tho  popular  dri¬ 
vers  of  Waterhouse* s  coaches.  It  was  a  long  stride  between 
tho  weekly  post-rider  of  1801  and  the  tri-weekly  mail  from 
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Portland  no  established  by  1 atorhouso,  and  It  soem©d  as 

though  the  highest  facilities  in  mail  arrangements  had  boon 
reached. ° 

The  Annals  of  Oxford  has  this  bit  of  d ascription. - 

“Grover  Waterhouse’s  tri-wookly  stage  brought  the  mail,  and 
the  noi3o  and  sight  of  the  brilliantly  painted  coach,  drawn 
by  four  or  six  horses,  on  the  road  between  Paris  Hill  and 
Portland,  often  loaded  inside  and  out  with  jovial  passen¬ 
gers,  was  always  attractive. 

W‘©  will  close  this  sketch  with  th©  follov?ing  interesting  ab¬ 
stract  from  the  History  of  Paris. 

“The  old  stag©  drivers  were  men  of  ability  and  integrity, 
and  it  was  necessary  that  they  should  be  so,  for  they  had 
groat  responsibilities.  They  not  only  had  to  look  out  for 
the  welfare  and  safety  of  their  passengers,  and  were  the 
custodians  of  the  U.3.  mails,  but  valuable  packages,  and  of¬ 
tentimes  large  remittances  of  money  were  entrusted  to  thorn, 
and  important  business  given  them  to  transact.  In  the 
latter  yoars  of  s±a gslag  staging  over  the  routes  here  named, 
the  express  business  was  of  no  small  amount,  either  in  the 
amount  of  care  and  labor  it  required,  or  the  additional  rev¬ 
enue  produced.  It  was  wonderful,  the  way  these  drivers 
without  memoranda,  would  remember  tha  almost  numberless  er¬ 
rands  they  ward  asked  to  do,  and  how  few  mistakes  they  made. 
They  were  kind-hearted  and  obliging,  over  anticipating  the 
wants  of  their  patrons,  and  putting  forth  ©very  effort  to 
make  thorn  comfortable.  They  wore  a  jolly  set,  full  of  an¬ 
ecdotes,  and  groat  lovers  of  fun,  an  important  qualification 
in  helping  the  passengers  to  while  away  what  would  otherwise 
have  been  the  tedious  hours  of  a  long  journey."

The  Faina  Historical  Magazine,  Vol.  8,  says  that  Samuel  Waterhouse  wa 3 
in  Col.  Thomas  Cutt's  Reg.  in  1778. 

Hr.  Waterhouse  was  a  man  of  3ome  influence  in  town  affairs  and  at  a  town 
meeting  hold  July  27,1812,  he  was  one  of  a  committee  of  thirteen  appoint¬ 
ed  to  draw  up  a  memorial  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  against 

the  war . 

The  following  agreement  in  regard  to  an  apprentice  which  lio  took  will 
doubtless  be  read  with  interest  and  shows  the  custom  of  tho  times  in 
such  matters. 

“This  Indenture  witnesseth  Th^t  John  II.  Rideout  of  Telia  in  the  County 
of  York  and  State  of  Rains ,  yoeman  hath  and  doth  by  these  presents  bind 
his  son  Abraham  Rideout  and  with  the  free  will  and  consent  of  the  said 
Abraham  ho  is  hereby  bound  an  Apprentice  to  Samuel  Waterhouse  of  bells 
aforesaid  yeoman  to  learn  the  art,  trade  or  mystery  of  a  Husbandman- j 
and  with  him  the  said  Samuel  Waterhouse,  after  tho  manner  of  an  Appren¬ 
tice,  to  serve  from  tho  day  of  the  date  of  these  Presents,  until  the 
seventeohth  day  of  March,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-seven  when  the  said  Apprentice  will 
arrive  at  tho  ago  of  twenty-one  years;  Turing  all  which  time,  ths  said 
Apprentice  his  said  Raster  well  and  faithfully  shall  serve,  his  secrets 
keep,  his  lawful  commands  duly  obey.  Ho  shall  do  no  damage  to  hl3 
caid  Faster,  nor  suffer  it  to  be  done  by  others,  without  giving  season¬ 
able  notice  theroc-f  to  his  said  Faster.  He  shall  not  waste  the  good3 
°f  his  said  Faster,  nor  lend  them  unlawfully  to  any.  At  cards,  dice, 
or  any  other  unlawful  game,  ho  shall  not  play.  He  shall  not  absent 
himself,  by  day  or  by  night,  from  the  service  of  his  said  Raster,  with¬ 
out  hjs  leave;  nor  haunt  or  frequent  alehouses,  taverns,  or  gaming 
Places.  He  shall  not  contract  matrimony  within  the  caid  term;  nor 
shall  ha  commit  any  a«t  ui’  s±cax  acts  cf  vice  or  immorality  which  are

"Tradition  Days  that 
Aunt  Fly  was  a  woman  with  a  great  heart  who  was  ever  acting  the  part  of 
the  Good  Samaritan.  She  never  passed  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  ray 
when  there  was  hunger  or  pain,  and  the  latch  string  of  the  door  of  her 
humble  homo  over  remained  upon  tho  outside."  Th©  following  amusing  in¬ 
cident  is  told  by  a  descendant.  "In  tho  old  colonial  days,  whon  tho 
heating  was  done  by  the  fire  places  tho  master  and  mistress  of  tho  house 
usually  slept  in  the  living  room  as  that  was  tho  warmest  room  in  tho 
houso:  usually  they  had  a  "turnup"  bedstead,  tho  head  fastened  to  tho 
arid  tho  bottom  logs  turned  up  and  fastened  In  the  daytimo,  to  goth- 
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or  with  all  the  bod  clothing.  Aunt  Fly  had  one  of  these  bedsteads;  ono 
morning  she  went  into  a  sick  neighbors  and  while  she  was  gone,  har  sister, 
who  lived  near ,  oame  in  and  thought  she  would  help  a  little,  bo  she  turn¬ 
ed  up  the  bod  fastening  it  to  the  wall.  Aunt  Fly  soon  came  in  and  see¬ 
ing  her  sister  said,  'where  13  the  baby?'  The  sister  said  'why,  I 
thought  he  was  with  you.'  Aunt  Fly  daid,  'I  left  him  in  the  bed.’  With 
fear  and  trembling  they  hastily  took  down  the  bod  and  to  their  great  joy 
found  the  baby  all  right.’* 

Apr. 7,1830  Isaac  Fly  sold,  for  *175,  his  home  and  removed,  it  is 
said,  to  Baldwin,  Me*,  whore  ha  and  his  wife,  Sarah,  are  supposed  to  bo 
buried. Shat  hs  SLtllX  had  ansa  Aunt  Fly  evidently  inherited  some  of  her 
father’s  property,  which  was  oold  by  her  children,  as  shown  by  ths  follow¬ 
ing  abstract  fr  a  a  deed  dated  Aug. 9, 1850. 

We  Rebecca  Brawn  of  Woburn,  formerly  Winchester  in  the  State  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  widow,  Mliza  Quinby  of  Westbrook  in  the  County  of  Cumberland, 
State  of  Maine,  widow,  John  Bailey,  William  Bailoy  children  of  Sarah 
Fly,  a  daughter  of  William  Waterhouse  late  of  said  Westbrook,  deceased, 
sell,  for  *20 ,  to  tfahua  Pickett,  of  Westbrook,  a  small  lot  of  land  with 
the  buildings  thereon  situate  at  Stroudwater  Village  in  said  Westbrook, 
being  the  same  which  was  formerly  the  homestead  of  William  Waterhouse, 
father  of  the  said  Sarah  Fly,  deceased.

In  1850  tho  fugitive  slave 
law  was  passed  •  The  people  of  tho  North  grow  increas¬ 
ingly  restive  over  tho  hunting  and  return  of  slaves  to 
tho  South.  One  of  his  daughters  says  that  "at  that 
timo(1850)  JuT*  Quinby  was  living  on  Brackett  street,  and 
he  with  a  few  of  his  neighbors,-  John  Brown,  So wall 
Brackett,  and  a  Universalis!  minister,  ,V_r.  H.  J.  Bradbu¬ 
ry,  often  concealed  soma  of  tho so  unfortunate  men  of  bon¬ 
dage,  in  tho  attics  of  their  houses,  helping  thorn  through 
by  moans  of  tho  "Underground  Railroad"  to  Canada,  tho 
-t&nd  of  Freedom.  No  one  aside  from  those  non,  were  al¬ 
lowed  to  knoY/  anything  about  it;  and  I  have  often  wonder¬ 
ed  what  tho  women  of  thoir  households  must  have  thought 
at  tho  disappearance  of  the  cooked  food,  which  of  course 


• 
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was  clandestinely  taken  to  feed  the  fugitives.”  Having 
taken  an  activo  interest  in  t ha  formation  of  tho  Republi¬ 
can  party  Mr .  Quinby  ,  in  1659,  was  elected  Treasurer  of 
Cumberland  County,  which  position  ho  hold  for  two  years. 

Ax  tor  who  battle  of  bull  Kun  ha  recruited  a  company  of 
103  men  and  enlisted,  a3  private,  in  tho  13th  lie.  Beg. 
under  Col.  Koal  Bow,  of  Portland.  Ho  was  enrolled  in  Co 
S.  and  later  became  Captain.  In  tho  expedition  against 
How  Orleans  he  was  taken  ill  with  swamp  fever  and  return- 
ad  homo.  Being  unable  ,  because  of  this,  to  re-enter  the 
service  ho  purchased  large  tracts  of  land  on  both  sides 
of  the  Presumocot  river  in  Westbrook  and  entered  into  the 
real  estate  business,  in  which  he  continued  the  re3t  of 
his  life.  Some  of  the  finest  residential  parts  of  Best- 
brook  owe  their  existence  to  his  enterprise.  In  1894  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Quinby  celebrated  their  golden  wadding,  an  af¬ 
fair  long  to  bo  remembered  by  those  present.  Mr.  Quniby 
was  a  man  of  strong  and  sterling  character,  Ho  was  a 
strong  prohibitionist,  and  was  one  of  tho  leading  men  in 
the  Maine  division  cf  tho  "Son3  of  Temperance"  for  many 
years.  He  was  an  earnest  Universalist  in  religion,  and 
was  one  of  the  founders,  and  for  more  than  sixty  years,  a 
liberal  supporter  of  that  church  in  Westbrook.  lie  vzas  a 
Mason  and  a  member  of  tho  G.A.R.  Ho  d.  in  Westbrook,  Apr. 
7,1896.  Tho  local  paper  said  of  him,-  "Ho  was  one  of 
Westbrook's  old3St  and  leading  citizens  and  was  always  a 
moving  spirit  and  prirao  factor  in  all  enterprises  of  a 
public  nature."  Mrs.  Quinby  d.  in  Westbrook,  June  19, 
1896,

The  first  of  his  lif©  ha  was  a  boatbuilder  in  Falmouth.  It  is  said 
that  ha  used  to  haul  lumbar  on  a  gundalow,  with  oxen,  from  Yarmouth,  Mo., 
and  built  so  many  gundalows  that  ha  was  called  "gundalow  Waterhouse. 

His  father  deeded  him  kia  Srssk  tho  wastorly  end  of  his  Mill  Crook 

house  lot  in  1795  which  tho  latter  sold  to  his  brother,  JosejphH.  Yiatsr- 
house  "with  buildings  thoroon  standing,"  he  having  purchased  a  larger  lot 
and  ©rooted  a  two  story  larger  house  on  tho  northwesterly  corner  where 
Congress  crosses  Westbrook  street,  "extending  from  Congress  to  the  two- 
rod-wide  pasaage-v/ay  leading  from  the  etroot  to  the  fresh  water  river  at 
otroudwater . "  About  1800  William  Waterhouse  removed  to  Portland  and 
engaged  in  trade.  He  is  also  called  an  innholder  and  hou3ewright  in 
deeds.  He  is  said  at  one  time  to  have  owned  considerable  property  on 
and  around  Munjoy  Hill  in  Portland.  "The  old  homestead,  at  the  corner 
of  Montgomery  and  Congress  streets,  was  destroyed  in  the  great  fire  of 

a 

1866.  He  was  considered  a  well  to  do , man  for  those  days. 

Y^hen  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  tho  first  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  Portland,  the  Chestnut  Street  Church,  was  formed  in  1808  ho  was  made 
the  chairman  ol  tlie  board.  He  agreed  to  haul  tho  lumbar  and  give  £500 
if  it  was  made  a  freo  church.  Allen’s  History  of  Methodism  In  Maine 
eaya  of  this  undertaking,-  "In  1811  owing  to  hard  times  the  trustees 
built  paws  in  the  gallery  and  sold  them  to  help  pay  for  tho  church.  The 
rc>3t  of  the  house  was  seated  with  honchos  without  backs  and  which  caused 
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a  distinction.  Further  the  building  of  these  pews  was  in  violation  of  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  trusteoa  in  1808,  contrary  to  Methodist  usage  and 
offensive  to  certain  n&sbsrs  members  of  the  church.  In  1818  eighty- two 
members  secoeded."  Among  these  was  probably  William  Waterhouse,  for 
his  descendants  tell  us  that  he  left  the  Methodist  denomination  because 
the  church  was  not  a  free  church  and  became  a  Universal 1st  in  which  faith 
he  died.  Ho  attended  the  Universal 1st  church  on  Congress  St.  before  fcfca 
it  was  burned.  Chapman  in  his  History  of  the  Waterhouse  Family  of  stroud- 
water  says,-  "When  the  fact  has  been  stated  and  become  better  known  that 
William  Waterhouse  Jr . ,  stood  at  the  head  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Portland  Chestnut  street  Methodist  parish  it  seems  there  must  be  a  strong 
desire  manifested  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  his  Stroudwater  abiding 
place  on  the  part  of  the  church."  Soon  after  1800  the  Rev.  Silas  Smith 
traveled  through  this  part  of  the  country  disputing  with  all  sects,  and 
attacking  Calvinism  and  creeds.  He  kept  a  diary  from  which  we  Quote,- 
In  Rev.  1803,  I  attended  the  Freewill  Baptist  yearly  meeting  at  Gorham, 
ke,,  and  on  my  return  home  proposed  to  preach  one  evening  in  Portland. 

The  meeting  was  appointed  at  the  home  of  William  Waterhouso  Jr/  Mr.  Wa¬ 
terhouse  died  June  3  or  8,  1320.  The  family  record  says  the  3rd  and  tho 
gravestone  the  8th.  He  went  to%  meeting  one  evening,  came  home  and  died 
in  bod  that  night.  Ria  widow  died  Apr. 17,1828,  age  72  years.  They  are 
buried  in  the  Eastern  Cemetery  in  Portland  and  have  the  following  in¬ 
scriptions  on  their  stones.

Curing  those  several  years  residence  in  Portsmouth

hi  a  repeated  interchange  of  thought  with  hr  •  I'e  Hormandio 
and  of  his  reading  considerable  Unitarian  literature  ho 
come  to  loci  tiuit  his  views  wore  largely  in  harmony  with 
the  faith  and  polity  of  the  Unitarian  Church,  and  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  January,  1869  he  became  pastor  of  the 
church  of  that  denomination  at  Clinton,  Lass.  It  was 
largely  because  of  his  extra  labors,  while  pa3tor  of  this 
church  that  a  new  church  was  organized  at  Berlin,  Lass. 

After  remaining  in  Clinton  four  years  he  resigned  in 
order  to  accept  a  position  of  importance  and  responsibil¬ 
ity  in  tho  Children’s  fission  to  the  Children  of  the  Des¬ 
titute  ,  which  institution  had  a  building  on  Tramont  Street, 
Boston.  This  position  was  offered  him  chiefly  through 
tho  influence  of  tho  president  of  the  society,  lion.  Alfcor.t 
Fearing,  who  felt  that  Lr.  Waterhouse  was  specially  fitted 
to  supervise  and  carry  forward  certain  departments  of  tho 
work  of  tho  hiss Ion.  Ha  continued  in  this  work  for  a- 
bout  four  years  when  ho  again  entered  the  pastorate  and 
was  installed  over  the  Unitarian  Church  in  Belmont,  Bass., 
liar .28,1877,  where  ho  remained  until  ills  death,  Par. 2, 

1882.

Missions,  aays,«  ’'That  highly  educated,  heroic  daughter  of 
one  of  our  faithful  ministers  of  the  Maine  Conference, 
though  in  our  poverty  obliged  to  go  to  her  hard  field  as. a 
steerage  passenger,  is  as  true  a  missionary,  in  my  judg¬ 
ment,  as  ever  was  sent  out  by  any  missionary  society.1'  And 
again  in  the  same  book,-  "hiss  Leila  H.  Da ter house  remained 
and  worked  and  prayed,  and  by  her  heroic  faith  carried  the 
movement  through  all  its  struggles  and  perils  for  nearly 
four  years;  but  from  broken  clown  health  is  now  on  hor  home¬ 
ward  voyage  around  Cape  Horn.  If  the  Lord  has  3ent  out  a 
more  genuine  missionary  to  any  land  in  the  last  hundred 
years  than  is  Leila  II.  Waterhouse,  the  fact  has  not  come  to 
my  notice.” 

Of  tills  tribute  Mias.  Waterhouse  said  later,-  “These  r? 
words  are  more  to  me  than  sunbursts  of  diamonds." 

That  her  work  in  that  field  was  appreciated  is  shown 
by  the  following  clipping  from  Y*orld  Dido  Missions,  Fay, 
1905.  “The  unveiling  of  a  largo  picture  of  Mrs.  Leiia  Aa- 
terhouse-V,il3on,  of  Chicago,  the  founder  of  Conception  Col¬ 
lege,  took  place  on  her  birthday  recently  at  tho  coll  ego  act 
in  Concepcion,  Chi*lo,  with  appropriate  ceremonies.

When  sho  was  seven  years  old  her  father  procured  a  molo- 
phine,  and  as  soon  as  the  instrument  was  in  place  the  lit- 
tlo  girl  was  loft  alone  with  it.  Managing  to  roach  the 
treadle  with  her  toe  while  in  a  standing  position,  she 
touched  one  note,  which  she  decided  was  the  key  note  of 
tho  long-motor  doxology,  and  at  once  played  the  soprano 
part,  to  the  family's  great  delight.  An  older  brother 
taught  her  simple  chorda  to  accompany  his  violin  playing, 
and  it  was  but  a  few  months  before  tho  youngster  began 
improvising  a  variety  of  accompanlmenta  as  well  as  making 
additional  verses  to  the  well-known  hymns,  ft  hen  lessons 
wero  finally  begun  the  family  for  a  long  apologised  for 
the  little  girl's  persistence  in  Improvising,  not  re¬ 

alizing  that  deficient  eyesight  made  tho  reading  of  notes

"For  forty  years  Fra.  ft 11  son  has  taught  piano  and  vo¬

"An  artist  friend  says  of  her:  'It  is  Leila  whom  we 
coax  to  play  in  the  twilight,  for  her  music  has  a  depthk 
and  thrill  one  likes  to  feel  when  the  lights  are  low  and 
no  one  can  see  cur  faces.  Her  voice  is  low  and  deep,  and 
no  one  thinks  of  technic  when  she  is  at  the  piano,  for 
there  is  something  vastly  deeper  to  think  of.  And  when 
you  talk,  to  her  you.  wonder  if  it  i3  her  soft,  large, 
brown  eyes,  her  voice,  her  expression  that  wins,  until 
you  finally  resolve  it  all  into  one  word-soul.  The  sweet, 
idealistic,  self-sacrificing  life  ha3  loft  its  imprint.'" 

"As  writer  and  lecturer  she  has  commanded  largo  audi¬ 
ences  by  her  gifts  of  beautiful  expression  and  vividness 
of  description.  Her  arrangement  of  some  of  the  psalms' 
for  the  Spanish  hymnal  have  been  sung  for  thiry  veara  in 
South  American  countries,  and  her  "Light  Searors'  Hong" 
haa  delighted  hundreds  of  children.  Many  of  her  composi¬ 
tions,  while  not  yet  issued  in  print,  are  being  sung  by 
noted  artists  in  Chicago  and  vicinity."

Mr*  Viilson  was  one  of  the  pioneers  who  went  to  Cali¬ 
fornia  in  1849.  Ho  was  then  eighteen  years  old  and  was 
impelled  to  go  not  only  because  of  the  hope  of  making  his 
fortune  in  the  gold  diggings  but  because  of  an  urgent  ne-  - 
eeselty  of  a  change  of  climate  for  the  benefit  of  his 
health.  He  went  by  way  of  the  Nicaragua  routs  and  reach¬ 
ed  hie  destination  after  a  number  of  adventures  Incident 
to  those  days.  He  was  taken  sick  with  the  dreaded  di¬ 
sease,  EGicma  cholera  and  given  up  to  die  by  the  doctors 
but  finally  recovered.  Re  remained  in  California  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years  and  his  experiences  are  interestingly  told 
in  his  book, published  in  1902,  My  Adventures  in  tha  Sier¬ 
ras. 

After  his  return  homo  he  studied  at  a  preparatory 
school  and  later  at  Kent's  Hill,  Mo.  He  then  studied 
law  for  four  years  with  his  uncle,  Hon.  John  Wilson  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar,  Apr. 29, 1866,  at  hew  Albany,  Ind. 

Tha  following  reference  to  this  appeared  in  one  of 
tha  papers;  "This  afternoon  in  the  Circuit  Court,  C.G. 
YUlaon,  i3aq.f  of  this  city  was  admitted  as  an  attorney  to 
practice  in  the  courts  of  thin  Judicial  circuit.

which  time  he*  has  stored  his  mind  with  a  thorough  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  la*;  and  being  naturally  a  fins  speaker  wo 
predict  for  )&r •  V*.  a  distinguished  fame  as  a  counsellor 
and  advocate.  If  high  moral  qualities  and  diligent  ap¬ 
plication  to  business  will  bring  success,  Hr.  Wilson,  w9 
are  confident,  will  bo  successful.'1

was  too  delicate  to  admit  of  ths  close  application  nec¬ 
essary  to  the  practice  of  his  profession  and  he  was 
forced  to  enter  commercial  life.  For  twenty  years  ha 
was  confidential , agent  anti  commercial  lav?  practitioner 
f  —  Sutler  Bros.,  publishers,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  Later
